WILS0N1ISSUES STATEMENT 


Chicago, March 24,—A terrific wind 
storm, causing widespread destruction 
and loss of life and practically wreck­ 
ing the already demoralized telegraph 
service, raged over the Central WeHt 
and Middle states. 
Reports from Ne­ 
braska, Kansas, Iowa and Indiana In­ 
dicate heavy damage, but owing to the 
wrecking of the telegraph lines the 
reports are fragmentary and lacking 
in detail. 
Omaha, Berlin, Ashland and Yutan, 
Neb.—the latter towns near Omaha— 
Marshalltown, Ackley, Woodbine and 
Carroll, la.; Terre Haute, Ind., and 
Abollae, Kan., are places from which 
scattering messages carrying the news 
of grave destruction have 
been re­ 
ceived. 
For more than four hours no word 
was received from the stricken city of 
Omaha. Late bulletins report that half 
the city was swept by a tornado. 
All wires are down and Berlin, a 
neighboring town, was said to be in 
flames. 
The 
message was 
received 
over a long distance telephone wire 
which worked at intervals. 
Terre Haute, Ind., suffered severely. 
Scores of persons were injured, an un­ 
known number was overwhelmed In 
the ruins of houses blown down by the 
wind and many tires were started in 
different parts of the city. 
First reports from Nebraska were 
th at the towns visited by the storm 
had 
been 
wiped out and that the 
wreckage was on tire. 
Trains loaded 
with rescuers, nurses and physicians 
were struggling toward the scene, be­ 
ing compelled to feel their way, with­ 
out running, owing to the paralysis of 
the telegraph service. 
The loss of life and property in Iowa 
was less severe, according to messages 
from the storm district 
Dust storms, 
rain, hall and tremendous electrical 
disturbances prevailed 
over Kansas 
and Nebraska. 
Where railroad service was impos­ 
sible motor cars were pressed into 
service 
and 
surgeons and 
supplies 
were rushed to the wrecked towns at 
the 
best 
possible 
speed 
over 
the 
washed out roads. 
Railroad 
messages, 
relayed 
from 
point to point, carried a story of fif­ 
teen dead and many injured at Yutan, 
Neb. 


THIRTY REPORTED

Sioux City, la., March 24.—Between 
twenty-five and thirty persons were 
killed by a cyclone that struck Oma­ 
ha, according to reports brought to 
Sioux City by passengers on a train 
that arrived. 
The list of injured is 
large. 
A flood of rain was followed by a 
tornado which struck Dundee, one of 
the nicer residence parts of the city.

The Woodmen of the World build­ 
ing, the highest structure In the city, 
was damaged to a great extent, every 
piece of glass from two sides being 
blown out.

abroad.

follows:

Combs cannot 
accept 
the appoint­ 
ment to France. 
I was particularly 
anxious that he should. 
My adm ira­ 
tion for his abilities, my knowledge 
of his singular capacity tor grasping 
complex situations, my confidence in 
his tact and resourcefulness, as well 
as my affection for him and the inti­ 
mate relations that of course exist be­ 
tween us, combine to make my dis­ 
appointment very great Indeed. 
But 
I, of course, appreciate the force of 
the reasons he gives. 
He would have 
accepted at an unreasonable sacrifice 
and I could not further press the offer 
upon him. 


Diplom atic Service Hampered. 
"It Is a great pity that the country 
has to ask such sacrifices of those 
who are invited to serve it abroad— 
a service which every yeur becomes 
more exacting and more important. 
The sacrifice of time, of means and of 
opportunity at home is very serious 
for any but men of large means and 
leisure and the diplomatic service is 
unnecessarily hampered.” 
Secretary 
of State Bryan 
is due 
back In Washington from his West­ 
ern trip on Wednesday. 
The presi­ 
dent is expected to be ready to take 
up with him the appointment of men 
to at least five diplomatic posts which 
Washington observers regard

Terre Haute, Ind., March 24.—I-oss 
of life and severe property damage 
was caused by a tornado, which wiped 
out the southern part of Terre Haute.

All wires were 
blown down in the district affected. 
This prevented rescue work, although 
every available fireman and policeman 
was rushed to the stricken district. 
It is expected the death list will be 
more than a dozen. 
With no warning the terrific gale 
swept upon the district. 
Parts of the 
Root Glass company’s plant were flat­ 
tened. 
The end of the foundry room 
of the Hartland factory, a solid brick 
wall eighteen inches thick, was caved 
in. 
Brick and stone structures suf­ 
fered alike. 
Lightning set fire to many houses. 
Men,

and

were 
crushed to death In bed Some escaped 
to the cellars. 
Whole structures were 
blown away by the force of the wind. 
The maimed were rushed to hospitals 
as fast as they were extricated. 


Fifteen Killed at Yutan, Neb. 
Kansas City, March 24.— Reports at 
the Union Pacific offices here, said to 
have come from Valley, a town within 
twenty miles of Yutan, placed the 
death list at Yutan at fifteen, with 
fifty injured.

barbarism continue in Albania and the 
Montenegrins still perpetrate inhuman 
atrocities.

Uskup, Servian soldier* have commit­

indescribable 
cruelties 
on

women, all the boys and men having 
been sent away. 
Similar crim es have been commit­ 
ted by Servian soldiers at Letlnaca, 
which, like Schassehare, is inhabited 
solely by Albanian Catholics. 
In Karassghi 290 farms were burned 
by Mohammedan Albanians and all 
the males who did not flee at the time 
were shot down by soldiers in the 
villages. 
In all 238 men were slain.
